Cholera in Shclbyville. —Tho following let¬ 
ter from a friend in Shclbyville, gives :‘s a 
more melancholy history of Death’s doings 
in th^t place, than haj lately fallen to our lot 
to record. In the progress of tho Cholera in 
tho United Statos we have not heard ol so 
torr'tblo mi outset as it has made on that 
place., Tlm population probably dues 
not exceed 700 or 300; and within thn space 
uf about 00 hours, 40 names are given as 
among tho dead out of 53 cases—a note on tho 
way hill recoivdd by the Tost Master hero, 
say 45 deaths. Another letter says,“the town 
is abandoned 1>y all who conid remove,—not 
more than five families remaining:” 

Shcllnjvillc, Monday, July 1, 1833. 

“For the last few weeks wo liavo had fre¬ 
quent showers, with intensely hot suns: and 
during this timo a slight disordered state of 
tho stomach and bowels, nr in other words tho 
Cholerine, became prevalent every where.— 
This continued until about 12 o’clock last Fri¬ 
day night, when malignant Cholera made its 
appccrancc, w : th perhaps as much destruction 
as l have over heard of in any placo, Havana 
and New Orleans not excepted. Up to tho 
prespnt timo wo have had as many as fifty 
cases, and I think there are not ten left this 
morning nut of tho fifty. 

Every plan of treatment was adopted that 
our experience and observation have afforded 
us,together with overy thing said heretofore by 
the experienced ami learned nn tho subject, 
but it all had no more effect that cold water. 
The disease is still prevailing to some extent, 
1ml not so violently as at fiist. 1 havo no 
doubt tbe causes tiil r xtsts as malignant as ever, 
Imt there are but few subjects lo operate on, 
as the town lias become nearly depopulated. 
There aro now scarcely a sufficient, number 
of persons to Imry tho dead. I close, as 
my weak and feeble powers will not on 
able me to write inuio fully, which I will do il 
I am spared.
